T. C. M'GOVERN DEAD 


An 6ld and Respected Citizen Passes 


Away 


At ten minutes after six o'clock last 


evening the soul of Thomas C. Mc- 
Govern passed into the presence of 
the Ruler of Destinies. 
After a long 


life, which was fraught with perhaps 
more than the usual amount of inci- 
dents and fatalities it is hoped that 
he has gone to a suitable reward. 


Mr. McGovern was born in Toronto, 


Canada, February 19, 1846, and was, 
consequently, 58 years of age at the 
time of his death.

round trip. 


This resolution is to be folio-wed by 


an ordinance which will grant the rail- 
road company a franchise for the term 
of five years. In the meantime, while 
the ordinance is being prepared, the 
company has the privilege of going 
ahead with the construction of the 
switch, and It is hoped that the road 
wil be ready for operation by next 
Sunday, which is the^date of the first 
"Wheelmen race.

WESTERN WASHOE TOWN 


IN THRIVING CONDITION 


The Burned District Has Been Rebuilt 


—Large Payroll of the Lumber Com- 


pany — Local Note* 


It has been but a few weeks since 


Verdi, the thriving western Washoe 
town, was visited by a conflagration 
that in the space, of half an hour swept 
away more than • half 
the 
business 


buildings in the place and destroyed 
several dwellings. 


For a time it seemed that the town 


was not to be rebuilt. 
The insurance 


was so small in comparison with 
the 


losses that the owners were discour- 
aged. 
However, they took heart and 


the burned district is now occupied 
by new structures . 
At present 
the 


sound of the saw and hammer is heard 
in the land, as the trite expression 
goes ,and before snow flies Verdi will 
be rebuilt better than before. 


The stay of the little city is 
the 


Verdi Lumber "^mpany. 
It employs 


at present 75'"m&i in the logging camp, 
45 in the mill and 45 in the box fac- 
tory. 
The payroll amounts to about 


$10,000 per month. 


The demands made' upon the com- 


pany are greater than it is able to sup- 
ply without working a quarter over 
time. The giant timbers are converted 
into fruit boxes, for which there is a 
steady market. 
Building material is 


also manufactured 
and shipped all 


ever the coast. 


The company has a broad gauge 


railroad running from Verdi to Do.g 
Valley, where there is sufficient timber 
to supply the mill for fifteen years 
cutting at the rate of 75,00'0 feet a 
day. 


There are no other industries in 


Verdi worthy of note, although it is 
becoming rather an important ship- 
ping . point on the Southern Pacific 
railroad. 
A deposit of lignite in the 


vicinity Is being developed sporadical- 
ly as is also a large mountain of mag- 
nesium silicate, which Is used in the 
manufacture of soap and metal pol- 
ish. 
It is thought that In a short time 


the merits oC this material in the 
manufacture of pressed brick will be 
recognized. 


The Truckee River Country Club is 
situated near Verdi and is enjoying 
Us usual run of custom this season. 
The fishing is said to be good at pres- 
ent .

Democratic state convention here to- 
morrow will be among the most inter- 
esting contests in the political historv 
of the commonwealth 
Delegates are 


all hpre today for the preliminary 
skirmish and the corridors of the Sa- 
very hotel echo with the hum of poli- 
tical discussion 
"While those in favor 


of |he reafflrmation of the Kansas City 
platform and the element radically op- 
posed to such action are pursuing a 
vigorous button-hole campaign to en- 
list recruits under their 
respective 


banners some of the old wheel-horses 
of the party, men of undoubted influ- 
ence are at work in the interest of 
harmony. If their efforts prevail some- 
thing in the shape of a compromise 
will be patched up, the money issue 
will be ignored 
and 
the 
campaign 


fought out along the line of govern- 
ment ownership and the tariff ques- 
tion . 


From ptesent indications, however, 


It seems certain that there will be a 
contest to determine whether the Kan- 
sas City platform shall be affirmed, 
another to determine whether a plank 
demanding govemrnent ownership of 
railroads shall be inserted In the plat- 
form, and a third to decide whether 
JUdge Anthony Van Wagenen of Sioux 
City shall be the candidate for gover- 
nor. 
It is conceded on all sides that 


If it were not for his attitude on the 
question of reafflrmation Van Wagen- 
en could have the nomination by ac- 
clamation. As H Is, he will probably 
be named unless the reafflrmationlsts 
obtain complete control of the conven- 
tion and at the same time find some- 
one willing to accept the nomination, 
which they have been unable to do so 
tar. 


Van "Wagenen opposes reafflrmation 


and demands the government owner- 
ship issue. 
His attitude combines to 


form a unique situation 
The reafflr- 


malionlsts fire largely favorable! to 
government ownership, but they insist 
on reaffirmation 
The Van Wagenen 


group believes it is time to drop the 
money question, but insist that a radi- 
cal platform must be made, and that 


government ownership is the thing. 
The third group^the gold Democrats,, 
want neither reafHrmation nor radical- 
ism, 
the'y would adopt resolutions of a 


conservative nature as a forerunner 
of a national plaftorm next year that 
would court the favor of the eastern 
capitalists for a fight against Roose- 
velt. 


"Whether a combination of two of the 


three factions 
ca.n 
be 
successfully 


formed to control the convention is a 
matter of doubt. If the reafflrmation - 
ists could be vanquished, or If Van 
Wagenen could be brought around to 
support reafflrmation, which appears 
Impossible, the atmosphere would clear 
immediately 
The government owner- 


ship issue could be settled without 
much difficulty It is believed 
Either 


the convention would swallow a plank 
declaring for government ownership, 
01 the Van, Wagenen forces could be 
persuaded to be content with a reso- 
lution declaring in favor of the govern- 
ment purchasing one railroad to run it 
as an experiment. 
This out of the 


^ay, Van Wagenen undoubtedly would 
be named without further opposition. 


A number of the party leaders are 


in favor of the Democrats adopting as 
their tariff plank the "Iowa idea" ex- 
pression used by the Iowa Republi- 
cans the last two years, but which the 
latter will probably abandon on 
the 


ground that it is too radical and de- 
cisive in effect 
This, it is urged, 


would force the Republicans into a 
difficult position on the tariff, 
and 


compel them to talk a good deal about 
it 
With such a taiiff question, and

prominent, the Democrats believe that 
the Republicans could be kept busy 
explaining, and would have little time 
to revert to the old issues of 1896 and 
1900.

An Ordinance to fix and regulate 


licenses xipon certain business, trades 
and amusements in the City of Reno. 


The City Council of the City of Reno 


do ordain: 


Section 1. — The persons, firms, as- 


sociations or corporations doing such 
tranches of business, and carrying1 on 
such trades as hereinafter specified 
shall obtain from said c-ity and pay 
for the license hereinafter specified. 


Sec. 2. — All licenses shall be taken 


'out 
quarterly, monthly, 
weekly or 


daily as provided herein and paid for 
In advance. 
All licenses taken out 


pursuant to the requirements of this 
Ordinance shall be posted and kept by 
the party or parties taking out the 
same In a conspicuous place in or 
about the place of business of the per- 
son or persons, firm or corporation 
~vvho obtain the same, and on demand, 
•during the usual hours of business, 
must be shown to the officer whose 
duty it is to collect such license, and 
the officer whose duty it is to issue the 
Same. 


Sec. 3. — Any person, firm, associa- 


tion^ or corporation whose duty it 
shall be under the requirements of 
this Ordinance to take out a license 
•who shall fail to do so at the time 
required, or within two days there- 
after shall pay as a penalty for such 
'delay ten per cent in addition to the 
•original amount and shall be liable 
to a civil action for the recovery there- 
of with costs, and to a criminal action 
•wherein on conviction, he ,she, tl py, 
•or it shall be fined in a sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars or shall 
"be imprisoned in the county jail not 
to exceed fifty days, or both auch fine 
and imprisonment at the discretion of 
the Court.

4. — 'Ml licenses provided by 


this Ordinance to be procured, shall 
be printed in appropriate form with 
marginal stub attached, stitched to-

Mame or names of the party or parties 
Tto •whom the license is granted, and 
,ithe time for which the same 
was 


granted; 
and before issuance they 


shall be signed by the Mayor, or in 
his absence or inability to act, by the 
Mayor pro tern, and countersigned by 
the City Auditor.

5. — The Chief of Police shall 


"keeip in his office a set of books to be 
-called the "City License Registry," in 
•which he shall enter the name or 
'names of all parties to whom he issues 
licenses, the business, trade, profes- 
sion licensed, the time for which such 
license holds good, the date of their 
issue and expiration, and the amount 
received therefor, and he shall exhibit 
such book to the City Council of said 
•city whenever required to do so. 


Sec. 6. — The City Auditor shall keep 


an 
accurate account in a suitable 


\>ook kept by him for that purpose, to 
\)& called the City License Book of all 
licenses issued to the Chief of Police, 
the quarter, month, week or day, as 
the case may '-e, for which issued, 
«.nd the( amount thereof. 
The Chief

at the beginning of

Says the Bill Passed by the Legisla- 


ture Covered Two Separate 
Mea- 


sures and Hence is Unconstitutional1 


RELICS FOUND AT CHRSQN 


I 


The law passed by the last legisla- 


ture making eight hours a legal work- 
ing day has been declared unconstitu- 
tional. 


The Virginia City Jleport of last 


evening said: 


"The case of Professor Phillips, ar- 


lested for a. violation of the eight- 
hour law passed at the last legisla- 
tive session and who was fined $100 
by Justice of the Peace Damon 
at 


Dayton and the case appealed to the 
district court of Lyon county, came 
UP for hearing in that tribunal yester- 
day before Judge M. A Murphy, who 
declared the law unconstitutional on 
the ground that the Nevada constitu- 
tion provides that no bill passed by 
the legislature covering two separate 
measures can be operative. 
Had two 


separate bills been 
introduced and 


passed, one making eight hours a day's 
labor (in underground work In mines 
and another making the same hours 
a day's labor In ore reduction woiks— 
under separate titles—the acts would 
have been constitutional. The decision 
may be appealed to the Supreme Court 
by labor unions " 


The Carson News said:

Party of Scientists from California 


University Will Examine the Pe- 


culiar Fossils in a fFew Days. 


Thds- afternoon, says 


darson News, a number of valuable* 
fossils were uncovered at the bonk 
behind the Gardner house a mile soutlt 
of this city. 


Mr. Gardner, while getting out ma-. 


terial for the hill several years ago, 
noticed some indentions which he be- 
lieved to be tracks, but nothing was 
done toward uncovering them or pre~ 
serving them until a few days ago- 
when J. A Terington took the matter 
in charge and employed men tn con- 
tinue the work 


Almost 
immediately tracks were- 


uncovered and today gradually grew 
from the edge the bones of some pre- 
historic animaJ. 


The bones are in a fair state of pre- 


sevation and are distinct enough to- 
be readily recognized amd property 
classified by scientists. 
The tracks^ 


are of great number and at the pres- 
ent working are sixteen feet beneatlt 
the surface of the ground. 


The tracks are round, about eigh^ 


or ten inches in diameter, and are. 
thought to more closely resemble the- 
track made by some animal of the; 
rhinocerous tribe than the elephant. 


These tracks are about on a line 


with those made at the prison,,, an.$ 
promise to greatly enrich the world's 
knowledge ofthe past. 


Professor Merrim and party from 


the University of California are ex- 
pected to arrive in this city in a few 
days to spend some time here pursu-, 
ing the investigation. In the mean-, 
time work will proceed and the great- 
est care taken to leave undisturbed 
all that will aid the scientists in com- 
ing to some conclusion.
